Jap« Lost 17,539 at Liao'Yang, 
Tolclo, Sept. 12.—An approximation 
Df the Japaaieso casualties in the bat- 
tle of Liao Yang, based upon reports 
of'the chiefs of the medical corps of 
the three Japanese armies, has been 
concluded. It covers tho lighting from 
August 26 and shows that the Japa- 
nese killed and wounded amount to 
17,539 men, divided as follows: 


In the right army, under the com- 
mand of General Kurold, 486G men; In 
the center army, under the command 
of General Nodzu, 4992 men. and in 
the left army, under the command of 
General Oku. 7C81 men. These casual- 
ties include 136 ofilcers killed and 4u4 
oiRcers wounded. The fact tbat the 
array under General Oku sustained the 
heaviest Josses is accounted for by its 
assaults upon the Hussian defenses to 
the south of Liao Yang. 


Telegraphic 
reports 
received here 
from the headquarters of tho Man- 
churian army declare the Japanese to 
be jn full possession of tho Yentai coal 
mines; estimate tho Russian losses up 
tc the fall of Liao Yang a t over 25,000 
men, and give additional details of the 
dispofiftion of the Russiau 
forces 
aroun-d Liao Yang during the battle. 
The estimate of losses does pot include 
those suffered by the Russians in the 
rear guard actions fought after the 
evacuation of Liao Yang. The date on 
which tho Japanese occupied the Yen- 
tal coal mines is not given.

Cunk by Delaware River Steamer 
and Eight Persons DrowiL 


Philadelphia, Sept. 12.—The 
Dela- 
ware river streamer Columbia, on its 
way from this city to Bristol. Pa., 
crashed into a st^am launch about 10 
miles north of here, grinding it to 
pieces and causing the drowning of 
eight of the dozen occupants of the 
small boat. All of the party were Phil- 
adelphians. 


The dead are: 
Joseph 
Fortescue, 
Wade Auday, Thomas Duffy, Thomas 
Corvesier, Anna Young, Joseph Pfro- 
mer, Mrs. Joseph Pfromer, and the en- 
gineer of the launch, name unknown. 
The accident was tho tragic ending 
-of a day's pleasure trip on the river. 
The launch was owned by Joseph For- 
tescue, and tlLG party had been made 
up from among a few of his friends. 
The day was spent in a cruise up the 
river as far as Trenton, The return 
trip was begun 
after nightfitll, the 
pilot of the boat keeping close to the 
Pennsylvania shore on the run down 
the river. When a point was reached 
near Andalusia, the Columbia sudden- 
ly loomed up in the dar]:noss. For- 
tpscue jammtd his wheel to starboard, 
hut just a moment too late, 
1 he big 
steamer struck tho launch squarely in 
the middle and cut it in half, throw- 
ing all the occupants into the water. 


A terrible shriek went up as the 
boats struck, which almost caused a 
panic among the passengers on the Co- 
lumbia, Dozens of life preservers were 
thrown to those in the v/ater, and a 
boat was quickly lov/ered. 
Notwith- 
standing the faf't tiiat Captain Camp- 
bell, of the Columbia, instantly re- 
versed his engine, the Columbia was 
some distance above the struggling 
people in the water when he came to 
a full stop. When the row boat reached 
the spot only four persons could be 
found in the darkness. It is believed

several of

crushed by the paddle wheels of the 
Columbia.

Jap« Lost 17,539 at Liao'Yang. 
Tokio, Sept. 12.—An approximation 
Df the Japajieso casualties in the bat­ 
tle of Liao Yang, based upon reports 
of*tho chiefs of the medical corps of 
the three Japanese armies, has been 
concluded. It covers tho lighting from 
August 26 and shows that the Japa­ 
nese killed and wounded amount to 
17,539 men, divided as follows: 
In the right army, under the com­ 
mand of General Kurold, 486G men; in 
the -center army, under the command 
of General Nodzu, 4902 men, and in 
the Ibft army, under the command -of 
General Oku, 7G81 men. These casual­ 
ties include 136 oiRcers killed and 4u4 
oiRcers wounded. The fact that the 
army under General Oku sustained the 
heaviest Josses is accounted for by its 
assaults upon the Russian defenses to 
the south of Liao Yang.

THE MOST DEADLY MOISON, 


I'hre« GmiBf of CyAtiicl« 
Would Kill 
Mi%ny Perfont* 
A new and most deadly poison has 
been discovered recently, as noted in a 
scientific 
journal, by 
Mr. Lascelles 
Scott an Englishman. The substance 
Is scientifically known as di-methyl- 
nrsine cyanide, or more familiarly as 
cyanide of cacodyl. 
Three grains of 
this subr^nce diffused in a room full 
of people would kill all present It is a 
white powder melting at thirty-three 
degrees, and belling at 140 degrees. 
When exposed to tho air It emits a 
slight vapor, to »nhale which Is death. 
While trying its effect upon animals 
Mr. Scott experienced the deadly na­ 
ture of this poison. One-mllllonth part 
of cyanide of cacodyl in the atmos­ 
phere of an air-tight cage killed a dog 
almost Instantaneously, and tiien its 
power was by no means exhausted, 
for a second, third, and fourth dog 
placed in the same cage instantaneous* 
ly died from the effect of that single 
infinitesimal dose. 
Although so little 
of the properties of this poison are 
known, it was first made many years 
ago. Cadet the famous French chem­ 
ist. by combining acetate of potassium 
with white arsenic produced a fuming 
liquid which, although he did not know 
i t was oxide of cacodji. The German 
chemist Bunsen, combined this with 
cyanogen, a radical of prussic acid, and 
made cyanide of cacodyl.

WEANING LAMBS.

It will be better to 
have them put in a barn out of sight 
of the lambs oi; thero w’ill be more 
denionstratiou. 
By putting the ewes 
on dry feed and not very much of 
that the udders will soon dry up. By 
giving the lambs the best of pasture 
and access to feed all the time they 
will soon take to it and will receive 
but a slight check to their growth,

GROWING POTATOES. 
Tho production of potatoes has in­ 
creased every year, due to labor-sav- 
ing implements. There are now potato 
cutters (which cut the seed into piecesj, 
potato planters (which mark and open 
the furrows, drop the seed, apply fer- 
tilixors and cover the furrowsj, special 
cultivators fo*.* potatoes, and also po­ 
tato diggers and ‘‘sorters,” the latter 
assorting the tubers and grading them 
for market. 
Formerly the cutting of 
the seed potatoes by hand was a very 
tedious process, as well as the plant­ 
ing, but the farmer is now relieved of 
the disagreeable portions of the \vorIi. 
If prices r.ro lower than formerly tho 
cost of the crop is much less, conse­ 
quently there is not a great diJference 
in the profit over expenses. 
Wiiero 
tho farmers lose is in not having suit­ 
able sortage facilities. 
The large ma­ 
jority sell the crops before winter, pre­ 
ferring to accept ruling prices than to 
store and keep the potatoes over win­ 
ter; yet it 'svould be an advantage 
some years to suffer a partial loss dur­ 
ing the winter and get good prices in 
spring for those on hand. During 
pot£.toes sold so low as to eijtail a loss, 
but farmers wlio found it unprofitable 
to ship their potatoes discovered that 
they could be grown and fed to stock 
with advantage. 
The introduction of 
root cutters has permitted farmers to 
cut p0 i.at0 es, carrots and turnips foi 
stock, thus saving the expense of cook­ 
ing, and as such foods can be thinly 
sliced they are readily accepted by 
b a ttle and hogs.

UNCLE SAM. BANKEKi 


the Soldier ffoyt tp Swell 
£jirntnffi. 
Your Tnclc Sam is becoming quite a 
banker for the American soldiers. For 
the year ending June 30. 1003. thero 
were deposited by soldiers S1,SSS,014, 
and it is understood that tho amount 
for the fiscal year, which will end the 
last of the coming June, will be much 
larger. 
The enlisted men of the Vnlt- 
od States are allowed to leave their 
money in the hands of the paymasters, 
taking a certificate for it, and the Gov­ 
ernment pays tho men interest at the 
rate of four per cent a year. 
Many 
soldier-, largely increase thoir earnings 
by leaving their money on deposit as 
long as possible, and it Is really a very 
good savings bank for them. The year 
before the Spanish W ar the amount de­ 
posited was less than one-third oi* that 
deposited in 1903. Tho enlisted strength 
of the army has been increased since 
then, and is now about double what it 
was before the Spanish War, but the 
amount left in deposit is three times as 
great as it w'as when the army W'as 
smaller. 
Possibly service in the Orient and 
the establishment of large posts have 
been conducive to saving on the part 
of troops. At all events, ollicers of tho 
War Department look upon the in­ 
crease as being an indication of thrift­ 
iness upon the part of the American 
soldiers. 
On several occasions a t­ 
tempts have been n a d 
n Congress to 
allow officers of the army the same 
privilege of leaving their money on 
deposit, but every time such a bill has 
been defeated.—Washington Post 


l.«iro in th e C lo iid i. 
An article upon the route of tho 
Tibet Mission, published in a London 
paper, contains an interesdng record 
of temperatures and conditions of life 
at high altitudes. The mission has ne­ 
cessitated the continued exposure of a 
very largo number of untried men to 
life at altitudes ranging between 10,000 
feet and 15,700 feet, and tho general re- 
suits are of considerable value. 
The 
lowest temperatures yet reached on the 
route has been 20 degrees F. at Chug- 
gia, oil the Tanghi, Avhicli was. how­ 
ever, only au encampment Of actual 
nightly exposure to cold of men and 
animals Tuna probably holds the rec­ 
ord with 17 degrees F. But Pbari has 
repeatedly reached 15 degrees F., and 
Kamparab, nine miles distant from 
Phari, might, if continual registration 
had been possible there, show a lower 
figure than either. 
The normal night 
min.mum during Janu.\ry and Febru­ 
ary is probably 10 degrees F. for 15.- 
000 feet, warming to 7 degrees F., for 
10,000 feet 
Mountain sickness has 
been closely observed by the medical 
men accompanying the mission. 
In­ 
digestion has been common on account 
of eating of imperfectly cooked food. 
At 15,000 feet water boils at a tem­ 
perature about 30 F, lower than at 
sea-level, and the normal amount ofj 
cooking is therefore quite iiuidequate. 
At 15,000 feet it is almost impos.slblo 
to boil rice properly. 
Tho Dal, tbe 
common red lentil of India, affords a 
curious example of tho diíRculty of 
cooking at high elevations. Out of fivo 
different kinds of dal supplied to the 
troops, only one is cai)able of being 
cooked at all a t heights above 10 000 
feet I t is difficult to make the native 
understand these abberrations of gas- 
trology, and a great deal of insuiiiciont 
cooking has been the natural result

THE MOST DEADLY MOISON, 


l*hre# Omln* of Cyanlil» Would Kill 


Mntiy Periunti 


A new and most deadly poison has 
been discovered recently, as noted in a 
scientific 
iournal. by Mr. Lascelles 
Scott, an Englishman. 
The substance 
is scientifically known 
as dl-metbyU 
nrslne cyanide, or more familiarly as 
cyanide of cacodyl. 
Three grains of 
this subi Tuce dilTuscd in a room full 
of people would kill all present. It Is a 
white powder melting at thirty-three 
degrees, and boiling at 140 degrees. 
When exposed to the air it emits a 
slight vapor, to inhale which is death. 
While trying its effect upon animals 
Mr. Scott experienced the deadly na- 
ture of this poison. One-mllllonth part 
of cyanide of cacodyl in the atmos- 
phere of an alr-tlght cage killed a dog 
almost instantaneously, and tlieu its 
poAver was by no means exhausted, 
for a second, third, and fourth dog 
placed In the same cage instautaneous* 
ly died from tho effect of that single 
infinitesimal dose. 
Although so little 
of the properties of this poison are 
known, it was first made many years 
ago. Cadet, the famous French chem- 
ist, by combining acótate of potassium 
with white arsenic produced a fuming 
liquid which, although he did not know 
it, was oxide of cacodyl. The German 
chemist, Bunsen. combined this with 
cyanogen, a radical of prussic acid, and 
made cyanide of cacodyl.

The special committee of York and Ad­ 
ams county Uemoe?*ata, selected to formu* 
late a system of Congressional nomina­ 
tions in this distrivt, and the coni?ression- 
al conferees of II. N. Gitt'i of Hanover, 
and C. 11. Dvittera, of Littlostown, to nom­ 
inate SI candidate for Congress for the No­ 
vember election, met in Ihe parlor at the 
Central Hotel, Hanover, at 11 o’clock 
Monday. 
The conference wa« called to 
order by Secretary Si S. Neely, Ksq. 
J. 
L. Butt, Esq., was chosen temporary 
chairman, and on motion C. M. Kerrv.»as 
clec,ted permanent chairman, in the- ab­ 
sence of W. 7i, Macomber. 
Mr. Butt moved that the nomination'Ixj 
conceded to Adams county. 
Mr. Strawbriilge called attention to the 
fact that the six conferees named by the 
two Cimdidates should decide that ques­ 
tion,. and that this* conference, consisting 
of five committeemen each from the two 
counties, is called upon to decidc on a 
method or system of nomination. 
Mr. Butt withdrew his motion, 
]\Ir. Strawbridge then moved that the 
conference agree to grant five years to 
York and two to Adams, \vith the provi­ 
sion that if this district should be changed, 
York and Adams Avill stand together on 
the agreement. A vote was taken and re­ 
sulted in a tie. 
Mr. Buttmovtd that a system be adopt­ 
ed granting six years to York and four to 
Adams. Tho vote again resulted in a tic. 
Mr. Neely then offered another compro­ 
mise motion, conceding eight years to 
York and four to Adams. 
]\Ir. Butt stated that Adams was only 
insisting on her part of the agreement ex­ 
isting under the former apportionment, 
when Cumberland county was part of the 
district, and they would willingly grant 
York county Cumberland’s turn. The 
vote resulted in a deadlock. 
Strawbridge then offered a motion that 
the system grant live years to York 
and two to Attains, an<l that the nomina­ 
tion made by the conferees be given to 
Adams this year; York’s live years to*be­ 
gin two years hence. 
Mr. Brodbeck offered an amendment 
that in case of a change in apportionment, 
the two counties should insist on the agree- 
jnent. This amendinent Avas acce])ted. 
Mr. Sheely offered an amendment that 
Adams concede eight years to York, with 
four to Adams, and that the nominatiou 
go to Adams, York’s terms to begin two 
years hence. 
A vote on the amendinent resulted in a 
tie and on the original motion the same. 
The (U^adlock seemed unable to be brok­ 
en and on motion of jNIr. Dellone, an ad­ 
journment was effected until 1:150 o’clock 
p, m.

or other unuoccssary or noisy proceedings, cte. 
Se o . 2, OF SAMK.—Any person or persons of­ 
fending the provisions of this ordinance shall be* 
liable to arrest and the payment of a fme, etc. * 
TO SECTION 2 OF ORDINANCE ‘‘RELATIVE* 
TO PUBLIC NUISANCES.” " 
No person or persons shall throw, place or“ 
cause to be placcd or deposited in any street, av­ 
enue, alle5% lane, water coarse, etc., any putrid 
or unsound meat, fish, dead animal, skin of ani­ 
mal, or other ofTensive matter. Any person vio­ 
lating the provisions of this section shall, upon^ 
conviction before any Justice of the Peace, be 
fined in any sum not exceeding: twenty-five doi- 
ars and costs of prosecution for each and every 
oiTense.

All torn should be t..ken from tliem 
during the summer and the feeding 
of grain should be confined to mid- 
dlings or bran with more or less clean 
slop in which vegetables are liberally 
placed. Clean water for drinUiug may 
be supplied, but no Inducement offered

wallow.

Your I'nolc Sam is becoming quite a 
banker for the American soldiers. 
For 
the year ending June 30. 1003. there 
were deposited by soldiers $1,SSS.014. 
and it is understood that tho amount 
for the fiscal year, which will end the 
last of the coming June, will be much 
larger. 
The enlisted men of the Vnit- 
ed States are allowed to leave their 
money in the hands of the paymasters, 
taking a certificate for it» and the Gov- 
ernment pays tho men interest at the 
rate of four per cent a year. 
Many 
soldier", largely increase their earnings 
by leaving their money on deposit as 
long as possible, and it is really a very 
good savings bank for them. The year 
before the Spanish War tho amount de- 
posited was less than one-third oi' that 
deposited in 1003.

WEANING 
LAMBS. 


Weaning Iambs is something that is 
very seldom given any consideration 
by sheep breeders. I.ambs are usually 
permitted to run Avith their dams until 
the latter object and then there is a 
weaning by the natural process. While 
this seems to be the easiest "way to 
wean lambs, it is not considered the 
best, says the 
American 
Stockman. 
Lambs should be given every oppor- 
tunity to do their best the first year, 
and a great deal (lepends on how much 
they are checked in growth at wean- 
ing time. 


That there be no check in tho growth 
of lambs at weaning time the matter 
should have some consideration that 
will keep them improving. 
By pro- 
viding lamb creeps they -will soon 
learn to eat some grain or ground 
feed. 
When 
tJio 
lambs 
are 
four 
months old they should be weaned. 
It is best for the ewes and also for the 
lambs. 
If the lambs have learned ' 
eat Avell. they should be given V. 
same quarters they are accustomed . 
and the ewes should be put on dr> 
feed and kept up. It will be better to 
have them put in a barn out of sight 
of the lambs oi; there will be more 
demonstration. 
By putting the ewes 
on dry feed and not very much of 
that the lulders will soon dry up. 
By 
giving the lambs the best of pasture 
nnd access to feed all the time they 
will soon take to it and will receive 
but a slight check to their growth. 


I^ifo in the Cloudi. 


An article upon tho route of tho 
Tibet Mission, published in a London 
paper, contains an intoresdng record 
of temperatures and conditions of life 
at high altitudes. 
The mission has ne- 
cessitated the continued exposure of a 
very largo number of unlried aieu to 
life at altitudes ranging between lO/KK) 
feet and 15,700 feet, and the general re- 
sults are of considerable value. 
The 
lowest temperatures yet reached on the 
route has been 20 degrees F. at Chug- 
gia, oTi the Tangla, whicli was, how- 
ever. only aa encampmeut. 
Of actual 
nightly exposure to cold of men and 
animals Tuna probably holds the rec- 
ord with 17 degrees F. 
But Phari has 
repeatedly reached 15 degrees F.. and 
Kamparab, nine miles dislant from 
Phari. might» if continual registration 
had been possible there, show a lower 
figure than either. 
The normal night 
min.mnm during January and Febru- ^ 
ary is probably 10 degrees F. for 15.- 
000 feet, warming to 7 degrees F.. for 
10,000 feet. 
Mountain sickness has 
been closely observed by th'? medical 
men accompanying the mission. 
In- 
digestion has been common on account 
of eating of imj)orfoctly cooked food. 
At 15,000 feet water boils at a tem- 
perature about 30 F. lower than at 
sea-level, and the normal amount o f j 
cooking is therefore quite iiuxdeiiuato. 
At 15,000 feet it is almost impossible 
to boil rlco properly. 
Tho Dal, the 
common red lentil of India, alTords a 
curious example of tho diiHcuIty of 
cooking at high elevations. Out of fivo 
different kinds of dal sui)plled to tho 
troops, only one is capable of being 
cooked at all at heights above 10 000 
feet. It is difiicult to make the native 
understand these abberrations of gas- 
trology, and a great deal of insuiiicient 
cooking has been the natural result.

GROWING 
POTATOES. 


The production of potatoes has in- 
creased every year, due to labor-sav- 
ing implements. There are now potato 
cutters (which cut tho seed into pieeesj, 
potato planters (which niark and open 
the furrows, drop the seed, apply fer- 
tilizers and cover the furrov.'.s;, special 
cultivators fo/ potatoes, and also po- 
tato diggers and ^'sorters," the latter 
as«orling the tubers and grading them 
for market. 
Formerly the cutting of 
the seed potatoes by hand was a very 
tedious process, as well as the plant- 
ing, but the farmer is now relieved of 
the disagreeable portions of the work. 
If prices arc lower than formerly the 
cost of the crop is much less, conse« 
quently there is not a great difference 
in the proiit over expenses. 
Wiiero 
the farmers lose is in not having suit- 
able sortage facilities. 
The large ma- 
jority sell the crops before winter, pre- 
ferring to accept ruling prices than to 
store and keep the potatoes over win- 
ter; yet it M'ould be an 
advantage 
some years to suffer a partial loss dur- 
ing the winter and get good prices in 
spring for those on hand. 
During 1803 
pot£.toes sold so low as to eijtail a loss, 
but farmei's who found it unprotitable 
to ship their potatoes discovered that 
they could be grown and fed to stock 
with advantage. 
The introduction of 
root cutters has permitted farmers to 
cut potatoes, carrots and turnips foi 
stock, thus saving the expense of cook- 
ing, and as such foods can be thinly 
sliced they are readily accepted bjp 
b a t t l e and hogs.

cago invited all the nations of the earth to 
come within her gates. These having been 
years of remarkable progress the mere fact 
that it is up to date would place the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition ahead of 
not only the Columbian Exposition of 1893 
but the Paris Universal Exposition of 1900 
^ th e only other world’s fair of the period 
mentioned. 
The great 
development 
of 
horseless vehicles, certain W’onderful ad­ 
vances in the iield of electricity, the wire­ 
less telegraph, the submarine boat and the 
practicable flying machine—all of which 
are special features at St. Louis—are, for 
instance, matters of the period since the 
Chicago event. To my mind^ however, tiie 
one distinctive feature which 
places 
it 
ahead of all other world*« fairs is the com­ 
prehensive Philippine exhibit. Ahead also 
of any previous showing are the individual 
buildings of eight of the foreign nations 
and, taliing everything into conaideration, 
the architectural and landscape gardening 
achievements are greater—as they ought to 
be with the world older.

One of the greatest, and certainly one of 
the most agreeable, of my many surprises 
was the supreme beauty of the main group 
of buildings. For the simple reason that 
the camera does not exist which could 
take in tlie vast picture as the eye sees it, 
the early views of the group—a bit here 
and a bit there—gave a^ scant idea of the 
scheme as a whole. Nor did the early 
views of the ten individual buildings which 
make up its component parts do justice to 
their nobility of architecture and general 
grandeur. Then again in the ground plans 
and bird’s-eye fcketclies—the only posbible 
manner of showing it—the fan-shaped ar­ 
rangement of this group looked stiff and 
unsatisfying. Far from that it is quite as 
remarkable in its way as the famous Court 
of Honor of the Columbian Expusition. In 
one respect it is even more notable, for iii- 
etead of two grand vistas it offers a dozen. 
The main vijsta is, of course, the one look­ 
ing up the Plaza of Ht. Louis — whose 


the Romanesque Liberal Arts building 
have pronounced individuality. Yet iu the 
general picture all these buildings blend 
ñnely. 
Nor is there any clashing in the 
case of the French Ionic style of the build­ 
ings of Cascade Gardens.

some bridges across the waterways, which 
form a figure eight by running from the 
Grand Basin around the Electricity and 
Education buildings, further contribute to 
the architectural spiendor of the scene.
